17, and the reduction thus effected 
left us with crews of seventy-five on

pedo boats were determined by the 
officer commanding them. 
“ Early in June I learned that the

At present there are estimated to be 
more than 4000 acres of almond trees 
in the Jewish colonies of Palestine and 
less than 
half 
that 
area scattered 
about the country in small units which 
supply mainly the local need*, 
ac­ 
cording to the 
American Consul 
at 
Jerusalem. 
The crop for the harvest just clos­ 
ed is approximately 2,277,00 pounds 
from the Jewish colonies, he states, 
and probably not more than 700,000 
pounds from the other sources. 
Old 
trees have borne very well this year, 
and with the new trees cowing into 


ties. 
They find that a medium sized, 
hard-shell nut best meets local grow­ 
ing, harvesting and market conditions. 
"Current prices for Palestine 
al­ 
mond range from 5.8 to 12 piasters 
per kilo (approximately 10.5 to 21.8 
cents per pound.) 
These prices are 
likely to increase in the next 
few 
week*, but on the whole growers 
do 
not expect to 
realize 
prices 
much 
greater than 
half those 
paid 
last 
year. 
“For the fiscal year ended March 
31, 1921, the customs returns 
show 
exports of almonds amounting to only 
28,046 kilos (61.970 pounds). 
By far 
the greater part of the crop is 
re­ 
quired to meet local demand«.

These nuts went

The consular records show that $994 
worth of Palestine almonds was ex­

“The almond industry if this coun­ 
try has developed to a size where ma­ 
chinery is required for preparing ’he 
crop for market* and few American 
almond holers, used for removing the 
outer husk of tfcie
